When fall ploughing is not advis 
able or practicable, stubble land 
should be ploughed to a depth of not 
less than eight inches before seeding 
in the spring. Care must be taken tu 
eee that the furrows are well turned 
over and the plough should be follow- 
ed with a packer. When this work is 
well done very few hoppers will reac! 
the surface. 

Spring discing unless followed by 
gloghing is of little valae and it ma) 
do more harm than good, for it merely 
buries the eggs to diifepent depths in 
oose earth, with the result that th: 
hatching period is greatly prolonged, 
and fields that have bé@en so treateu 
repuire frepuent poisoning in order t: 
catch the constantly hatching grass 
hoppers as soon as they appear, anc

Sharks that Gleam 


Carry Their Own Lighting System 
Around With Them 

Some forms of black sharks living 
in the deepest portions of the seas 
are studded with thousands of tiny 
cells from which Hght is given out 
constantly. So numerous are these 
light-giving cells that the entire un- 
der surface of the fish seems to be 
brightly illuminated. Generation of 
the light occurs in interior cells, The} 
light rays are prevented from pene- 
trating the body tissues by black pig- | 
ment cells behind reflectors, These 
sharks are found in depths of from 
600 to 1,500 fathoms. 

Ten small Nght sources scattered 
over its tiny body turn the deep sea 
shrimp into a swimming lighting 
plant. The intensity of the light 
these sea animals is due to a 
very complete lens system that covers 
each light cell and through which the 
light rays are sent after being reflect- 
ed by inner reflectors, These mir- 
rors protect the body tissues from 
light. The light from these shrimps 
does not flash, but burns for several 
seconds with a steady glow. 


The Largest Seaplane 


Largest Flying Boat in the World is 
Now Being Built in England 

Great secrecy is being maintained 
concerning the construction at 
Southampton, Eng., of what 1s des- 
scribed as the largest flying boat in 
the world, It is being built for the 
air ministry by the Supermarine Avia- 
tion Works, Limited, The main idea

plant, Not only does the modern 
cold storage warehouse perform the 
functions of a storehouse, but also 
acts as stabilizer to the state of sup- 
ply, storing and distributing goods as 
the state of the market warrants. 

In 1907 the Canadian Government, 
recognizing the importance of cold 
storage facilities and desirous of hav- 
ing a well-formulated policy for the 
future guidance of the industry, p 
ed a bill entitled “The Cold Storas 
Act.” This Act, among other things, 
provides for subsidies to individuals 
or companies towards the construction 
of cold storage warehouses open to 
the public, and is administered by the 
Federal Department of Agricutture, 
Up to and including 1920, the Domia- 
fon Government had subsidized $4 
cold storage plants, with a reirigerat- 
ed space of 4,928,804 cubie feet, to th» 
extent of $684,850, 

A census of subsidized and noa-su 
sidized cold storage plants in C !

In the fruit districts of British Col- 
umbia and the Maritime Provinces, 
cold storage facilities have been es- 
tablished on a large scale without 
which the annual loss to the growers 
would amount to millions of dollars. 
It is seldom that the market can ab- 
sorb the total fruit crop at time of 
marketing, and it is therefore neces- 
sary to store the surplus or manufac- 
ture it into jam in order to avoid logs. 
In this way, little if any fruit is lost 
through spoilage, and the surplus is 
stored until a more opportune time 
presents itself disposing the 
crop, 


for of 

Another manner in which cold sto 
age js utilized and which is proba 
the most familiar to the average cili 
zen, is the storage of poultry and 
dairy products. During the summer 
months it is essential that these com- 
modities be kept in a cool place, and 
doled out as market conditions de- 
mand, In that way a well-balanced 
state of supply between the producer 
and consumer is established. 

There are now in the course of con 
struction throughout Canada, or have 
been completed since the last census 
was taken, several modern and com: 
modious plants, notably that of the 
Montreal Harbor Commisison's wire- 
house, which is one of the largest on . 
the North American continent, ‘This 
plant is designed to provide 2,000,000 
cubie feet of dry storage, 1,500,000 
feet of cold storage and another mi! 
lion feet of cool storage. The build 
ing is estimated to cost in the neigh. 
borhood of $2,250,000. 

Investigations are being made 
the present time by various organiza 
tions interested in the feasibility of 
slaughtering Canadian cattle in this 
country and shipping the product 
across the Atlantic to England in cold 
storage as market demands warrant. 
Should this scheme bear fruit, it 
would mean a tremendous impetus to 
the cold storage industry and do 
much towards the rehabilitation of the 
Canadian CatUle Industry.
